United States groups ie 
deon manéouvring furiously for this 
tempting financial ‘confection, are 
declared to have. been outwitted and 
left far behind in the race. 

The Shell group consists of the 
Anglo-Persian, the Royal Dutch and 
other British companies, which have 
fought the Standard Oil all over the 
world. Long before the conference 
creaked under way, the Shell group 
degan tagging Its wires, principally 
i through the British delegation, since 
the British dominate the group, al- 
though the Royal Dutch Company is 
& Dutch concern affiliated with the 
Shell interests. 

The Standard Oik fought inch by 
inch. Alfred C. Bedford came 
Europe for this purpose. Sweden's 
_ [diggest bankers wore 
ald America, as Sweden is on friend- 
ly terms with the Soviet Govern- 
ment.

Des 
Moines stands at the top of the list 
with 51.1 per cent., and the remain- 
der of the Ist tapers off from that 
point down tov12.7 for New © York 
city. With a few notable exceptions 
the experience of the United States 
has been that the larger the city, 
lithe smaller the proportion of home 
ownership. This fact may. help to 
account for the relatively beter show- 
ing made by Canadian cities, for the 
jlatter are nearly all below the 100- 
000 mark.

That would leave the Russians div- 
ided Into two main groups—the 
Wrangel forces and the Social Revo- 
lutionists with whom Professor Paul 
Milukoff. Is co-operating. 

About 15,000 Russian soldiers, 
mostly officers, have continued to re- 
main loyal to Wrangel since they 
were diven out of the Crimea and 
some thousands of them are perform- 
ing frontier guard or gendarmerie 
services In Jugo-Slavia where their 
discipline has continued. In Bul- 
‘garia these Rusians are subject to 
their own autHority and the senten- 
ces of their courtmartials are carried 
out without reference to the laws of 
Bulgaria. ¥

better armed than the Bulgarians,

FORMER SHERIFF 


OF HASTINGS 


IS FOUND DEAD IN TORONTO 


Ex-Sheriff George F. Hope of the 
County of Hastings was found dead 
in bed last night in Tordnto at the 
Central Y.M.C.A.. "No inquest was 
deemed necessary as death was due to 
natural causes." - : 

The late George F. Hope had been 
for years a resident of Toronto, sfnce 
he relinduished the post of sheriff for 
the County of Hastings, which he held 
for many years, He had been engaged 
in the brokerage business, 

He was 65 years of age and was 
born in this city. His father, Dr. 
Hope, was sheriff of Hastings and for 
many years George Hope acted in he 
capacity of deputy sheriff.
